TAFT TALKS TO FILIPINOS. 
NATIONAL PURITY CONGRESS 


Says 
Party Division 
Is a Necessaty 
Part of C h anges in Islands. 
Manila, Nov. 7.—Secretary Taft, in 
nu address at a banquet given by the 
Progress party, spoke of the history 
of party division aud declared that 
th dr existence was a necessary part 
of th*' changes in the Philippines. 
“The only method of conducting popu­ 
lar government,” he said, “is by polit­ 
ical parties. 
The Federal party at the 
time of its organisation was in no 
sense political. 
When it existed it 
was the only party organized to con­ 
vince the people to accept the prom­ 
ises of the Americans. 
It worked 
bravely and faithfully to this end and 
to such an extent that much of the 
success of the early government of 
the islands was in no small measure 
due to the Federalists. 
They sought 
pence and taught the people to seek 
peace. 
“After thc^flrm establishment of the 
government had been accomplished a 
change was natural. 
In elections for 
members for the assembly it was not 
ural for the people to divide. 
Know­ 
ing and believing that both the Na­ 
tionalist and Progress party have the 
interests of the government at heart, 
the question of which shall control is 
settled only by an election.” 
The secretary referred to mistakes 
of the Cuban government, due to lack 
Of interest in public affairs on the part 
of th*' legislators, and declared that 
the Philippine assembly showed a dif­ 
ference in this respect. 
Secretary Taft said that he expected 
to return home over the Siberian rail­ 
way. 
He thought at first that the 
troubles at Vladivostok would keep 
his party away from there. 
He has 
received no replies to dispatches of 
inquiry he sent, but he regards it as 
extremely probable that he will stick 
to his original plans.
